“Where should you spend? Can 
there be any question? You should 
spend under the Blue Eagle. If you 
spend elsewhere you are hurting 
the chance to end unemployment, 
because you are helping to destroy 
the business of the men who are 
paying more for help. You are aid- 
ing them who refuse to do so.” 

So an admonition from Hugh 
Johnson National Recovery Chair- 
man reads. Buy now and patronize 
that business which supports the 
nation’s recovery plans. 


It is estimated that already the 
NRA_ program has taken 2,000,- 


000 people off the unemployment | 


lists and put them in jobs. This 
means, conservatively figured, that 
a billion dollars a years is already 
added to the purchasing power of 
the American people, and _ the 
movement is only beginning. This 
circumstance alone ought to be 
sufficient assurance to those timid 
people who have been doubting the 
success of the great experiment. 

Ultimately, of course, all the 
business of the United States will 
be conducted under the codes, 
which have for their chief purpose 
correction of the unemployment 
situation. Elements in the accom- 
plishment are the elimination of 
child labor, the shortening of 
hours of work, and a higher wage 
scale. It needs no statistician to 
demonstrate that every decrease 
of unemployment brings us closer 
to the end of economic depression, 
for every man who is earning a 
living indirectly contributes by 
what he buys to the employment 
of others, and so the wheels of 
commerce will turn faster and 
faster until the great depression 
becomes merely a memory. The 
rapidity with which we reach this 
desired goal depends on_ the 
promptness with which industry 
generally comes into the fold. Al 
ready most of the larger industries 
are in. But the smaller manufac- 
turer or merchant, taken in the 
mass, is even more important than 
the big corporations. Incidentally, 
the consumer must play his part. 
Every purchase made now is an 
investment, the dividends of which 
will come out of future prosperity. 
Moreover, the encouragment the 
consumer can give to the business- 
es that comply with the require- 
ments of the NRA will not only 
encourage him but will be a warn- 
ing to those who are holding back 
that if they expect to share in the 
general revival they had better get 
aboard at once. 


The saying that it’s never too 
late to mend, doesn’t apply to 
physical property. 

In these days, every community 
has its share of homes and bus- 
iness buildings which have been al- 
lowed to depreciate to the point 
where they are ready for the 
wrecking crew. Their degeneration 
may be laid to the door of false 
economy. While a dollar was 
“saved” temporarily, many dollars 
were lost because of it. 

There are hundreds of thou- 
sands of properties which can still 
be put in good condition at a mod- 
erate cost, but which will be gone 
beyond redemption if work is put 
t Today we can 
still get in on bargain prices for 
most supplies and commodities — 
tomorrow will tell a_ different 
story. The wholesale price level 
has been skyrocketing, and now 
the retail level is beginning to fol- 
low. You don’t have to take any- 
one’s word. for it that this is the 
time to build and repair—the cold 
and unprejudiced statistical tables 
tell you that, and they permit of 
no argument. 

Build now, improve now — pro- 
vide jobs ana porckssing power — 
remember that investment and em- 
ployment are cheaper than charity, 
and that they make charity unne- 
cessary.

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health has through Dr. 
Wright been placftig some circu- 
lars about town concerning appen- 
dicitia which it is hoped the public 
will understand. 

In Philadelphia, as shown by 
studies covering the years 1928, 
1929 and 19380, the mortality from 
acute appendicitis was materially 
reduced following a campaign of. 
education. 

Of 1,973 patients admitted to 
Philadelphia hospitals for acute 
appendicitis, who stated that they 
had taken laxatives, one in 14 
died; while of 785 patients who 
had no laxativeg, only one in 112 
died.
